Robert Bear (Rill living), with whom 
I passed the spring on two neighbor- 
ing stages in the flooded lands of the 
lower Saskatchewan many years ago, 
used to chat with me over his hunt- 
ing experiences sound the camp fire;

tom, on the poles which formed the 
floor of cach stage, and I have Known 
the water rise véry close to the 
but this only fora short time and

Robert was a sincere Christian and 
a devout member -of the English 
Church which has done so much to- 
wards the work amongst the Indian 
tribes of the Northwest; his grand- 
mother was, it is said an Esquimaux, 
while he was born and brought up 
amongst the swampy Crees of the 
lower -Red_ River settlement. A 
splendid big game and fur hunter, he 
was remarkably cool in moments of 
danger as the following incidents will 
show. 

At my request for a story one even- 
ing, Robert said, “I was in the employ 
of the Hudsons Bay Company, at 
Fairford Post, situated at the north 
end of Lake\Manitoba, and the ‘master 
there had occasion to send an express 
packet of importance to Fort Garry; 
this I was to také alone and on foot, 
and I decided to strike a direct course 
through the bush and swamps. It 
was in the spring of the year and I 

was travelling light; a H. B. blanket 3 
point; two spare pair of moccasins; a 
single barrel flint lock gun ; tomahawk 
and scalping knife with some tea, to- 
bacco and matches made up the out- 
fit. I took no provisions, but would 
depend on game killed en route. The 
distance roughly speaking would be 
about 160 miles, and on my second 
morning out I started as usual at the 
first peep of daylight 


bank of a small round lake, about a 
long stone throw across; on the other 
side rectly opposite me were two 
black bears standing on their hind 
legs and wrestling.

Many years afterthis Robert mov- 
ed with his family to the south branch 
of the Saskatchewan and located on a 
small farm, where from this base he 
Would go on extended hunts in the 
winter and crop-his land in the sum- 
mer time.

(now Melfort), and on a trading trip 
to Cha-kas-ta-pa-sin’s bands at Wa- 
we-a-gée-mow I was offered parts of 
three black bear skins and at once 
inquired what happened to the rest of 
the skins.
